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OUR ENGLISH CORRESPONDENCE. 
Lonpon, August 16, 1869, 

I Give, as is my wont, precedence to the dead. 
They, whose passage from time to eternity I record, 
were not brilliant stars above the horizon of letters, 
but were rather lamps on the highway of our Re- 
public, guiding younger steps to knowledge. Jo- 
seph Beete Jukes, the author of a “Sketch of the 
Physical Structure of Australia,” “ Popular Physical 
Geology,’ the “Student’s Manual of Geology,” 
“ Geology of the South Staffordshire Coal-field,”’ and 
other valuable geological works, was born on the 
10th October, 1811. His first school was the Free 
Grammar School at Wolverhampton, which he quit- 
ted for King Edward VI.’s School, Birmingham, and 
in 1636 he graduated at St. John’s College, Cam-| 
bridge, where he happened to have Bishop Colenso | 
for a class-mate. He received in 1839 the appoint- 
ment of Geological Surveyor of Newfoundland, 
where he remained scarcely a twelvemonth. In 
1842 he accepted the place of naturalist on the 
man-of-war Fly, then under orders to proceed to 
Australia and New Guinea on an exploring and 
surveying expedition. In 1846 he received an ap- 
pointment on the Geological Survey of the United 
Kingdom (Sir H. D. De la Beche then being the Di- 
rector-General). In 1850 he was promoted to the 
place of local director of the Irish branch of the 
survey, and when scientific lectures were estab- 
lished in 1854, in the Museum of Irish Industry, he 
was appointed Professor of Geology. Besides the 
works above-mentioned, he wrote a great many pa- 
pers on subjects of his profession in journals of 
geological societies, and in magazines and reviews. 
He was a Fellow of the Royal Society. 

Intelligence from Lisbon brings tidings of the 
death on the 8th July, in that capital, of Dr. John 
Martin, at the age of 80. Although all his life ac- 
tively engaged iu the practice of medicine (on which, 
I believe, he was dependent for support), he pub-}| 
lished fifty-two years ago (1817) an edition of “ Ma-| 
riner’s Tonga Islands,” which is still esteemed. 
During the last twenty years he had directed his | 
attention to meteorological questions, and had ac- | 
cumulated a great mass of information on the varia- | 
tions of the barometer, thermometer, and hydro- 
meter, under given circumstances, on the supply of | 
ozone, on the climacteric, meteorological, and other | 
circumstances which modify cholera and yellow! 
fever. All these investigations were prosecuted | 
after the day’s duties had been discharged, and | 
when the pillow has too many enchantments to be| 
successfully resisted. When it is remembered in| 
what a relaxing climate he lived, this energy and | 
industry of the old man will appear still more} 
wonderful. 

There was a tincture of romance cast over the 
late Hon. Emily Eden, by the near relation in which 
she stood to that Eleanor Eden (they were sisters) | 
who will long be remembered as the only woman’! 
who touched the younger Pitt’s heart, so engrossed 
by love of country. Sister of the late Earl of Auck- 
land, her life seems to have passed away in the un- 
eventful happiness of the wealthy; for she was too! 
well armored in self-resources for Mammon’s great | 
enemy, the fatigue of vacant hours, to wound her. | 
She was mistress of a graceful and attractive pen, | 
and her “Semi-detached House,” ‘ Semi-attached 
Couple,” and “ Up the Country” found a large circle 
of readers. 

The author of “ An Introduction to Logic,” “ Prac- 
tical Sermons,’’ “ An Examination of Dr. Newman’s 
Theory of Development,” “Sermons Preached at 
Winchester College,” ‘‘ Discourses on the Sayings

| Reviews,’ ” has been nominated to the vacant Bish- 


opric of Salisbury. George Moberly was born in 
1803, and sent first to Winchester and afterwards 
to Baliol College, Oxford, where, in Easter term, 
1825, he graduated B.A., carrying off first-class 
honors in Literis Humanioribus, and was afterwards 
a public examiner, a tutor, and a fellow (of Baliol 
College). In 1835 he accepted the head-mastership 
of Winchester School, where he remained for the 
long period of some thirty years, and which he re- 
signed upon the offer of some ecclesiastical prefer- 
ment. It is said he is a sound and moderate 
though a High Churchman, and to be altogether 
untainted with Ritualistic views. 

An extremely interesting book-sale has taken 
place since my last letter. It consisted of the third 
portion of the Rev. Thomas Corser’s library. It was 
singularly valuable and extensive.

CONCORDIA, 
REGNA., arms in high relief, on a garnished shield, 
crowned; at the sides C. R. Crowned; edge en- 
grailed. 

It is said the tombs of Dorothy Gray and her son, 
in Stoke Pogis Church, are in a most dilapidated 
condition. The ‘‘ Atheneum,” recalling the piety 
of Mr. E. M. Ward, the Royal Artist, who, seeing 
the inscription on Gainsborough’s tomb was nearly 
obliterated, had it restored, the grave protected, and 
a tablet erected in Kew Church to the great artist’s 
memory—and asks is there ne poet who will emu- 
late Mr. Ward’s example ?

OUR OONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, August 13, 1869. 
I sometimes am afraid, when I see strange para- 
graphs about French literature, or literary men, fly- 
ing through the American newspapers, that you 
must think me extremely negligent. I noticed the 
other day in an American paper, in Messrs. Drexel, 
Harjes & Co.’s reading-room, a statement that the 
widow of the late P. J. Proudhon (author of the 





book “Property is Robbery,” and other radical 
works) was steeped to the lips in poverty, and 
obliged to eke out a scanty livelihood by taking in 
washing. There is not one word of truth in this 
assertion. She was somewhat embarrassed for 
money at her husband’s death in consequence ot 
his indifference to money, but his friends promptly

extricated her from debt’s toils, and M. Sainte-Beuve 
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gave her the copyright of the first editions of the life 
of her husband. Her husband’s works sell well 
when their subjects are considered, and, as they fill 
fourteen or fifteen volumes, they yield enough for 
hersupport. Mme. Proudhon has never been accus- 
tomed to very easy circumstances. Her father was 
and is a petty tradesman (a hatter, I believe) in 
the Rue St. Denis. Her only servant during her 
husband’s life was a char-woman. I suspect she 
never was better off than she is now. I saw the 
same day in another newspaper that M. Alex. Du- 
mas’s last novel was offered to six publishers and 
refused by all of them. The truth is, Messrs. 
Michel Levy have a contract with him, by which he 
agrees to allow them to publish u// works he may 
write. 

I hope you will read with interest the following 
sketch of the sedentary, urban habits of some of our 
naturalists. It is curious: ‘One need not go far 
to study natural history. In Paris itself one may 
have all nature ina little corner. Did Méry quit 
town to write his Comédie des Animaux? He wrote 
it in his lodgings in Paris, Rue Lamartine and Rue 
Notre Dame de Lorette. His observations were 
made in his own lodgings or in his own rooms. 
The rat, which plays one of the leading parts, was 
one of his neighbors in the vacant lots of the Rue 
St. Georges about 1840. He followed him, he had 
him followed behind the hoarding, and so he was 
able to write the rat’s history aided by his porter. 
Théophile Gautier, in his last and charming book, 
in which he describes his Ménagerie, went to no 
greater expense in travelling. Between his dogs and 
cats, his aviary and his monkeys’ cage, he wrote as 
a naturalist, at home, a volume of humor and ex- 
perienve, which long-winded lecturers on natural 
history may look down upon with contempt, but 
which they will not disdain one of these days. 

rnardin de St. Pierre needed only the strawberry 
vine which ran on his window-sill, Rue Neuve St. 
Etienne, to discover a whole world. L’Héritier de 


Brutéle, one of the botanists Cuvier most esteemed |

His silent and nocturnal scholarly habits greatly 
aided his observations. He went to bed regularly 
at seven o’clock P. M., and rose at midnight. He 
lighted his lamp at the hour so many people find it 
hard to extinguish theirs. His study looked out 
on the garden, and in the milder season he opened 
all his windows that he might catch the first mur- 
murs sent him by the nests, the first trills which 
quavered in the bushes. Bending over his archeo-

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INTERNATIONAL Copyricut Law.—The following 
article recently appeared in Triibner’s “ American 
and Oriental Literary Record,’’ and is, we believe, 
from the pen of Mr. Triibner. The two pamphlets 
referred to are “ Der Nachdruck in Nordamerika.

The writer says: “If we consider the number of 
pamphlets and leading articles written within the 
last few years on the vexed question of Interna- 
tional Copyright, we ought to be astonished at the 
little progress made towards the solution of this 
difficult problem of Social Science. There is still 
the old irreconcilable antagonism; on the one side, 
we see the defenders of a universal copyright, who 
would, if they could, maintain it to the very day 
of the last judgment ; and on the other, as a natu- 
ral counterpoise, we find a school of social econo- 
mists who contend that the mere honor of being 
reprinted ought to satisfy an author. 
individual property, regardless of the duties owing 
to the public interest, is the nostrum of the one ; 
the interest of the public, in entire disregard of the 
individual property, that of the other party. But, 
unless copyright legislation hits upon an expedient 
conciliating both the rights of private property and 
the claims of the public interest, we are afraid the 
controversy will never come toan end. Happily, 
to judge by certain recent manifestations in Eng- 


land, as well as in the United States, the time when | 


such a conciliation of the conflicting claims will be 
brought about would not seem to be very far dis- 
tant.

soon found that, in many instances, his importa- 
tions were inadequate to the wants of the German 
public of America. What was most needed were 
cheap Elementary Grammars and Reading books, 
such as are fit for immigrants of the lowest class. 
But he experienced great difficulties in dealing with 
the greater number of German publishers, and 
therefore resolved to reproduce all the elementary 
German books, for the importation of which he 
could not obtain liberal terms from the publishers 
in Germany. Up to this point, there is nothing ex- 
traordinary in his proceedings, but what he has 
done in addition distinguishes him very favorably 
from other reproducers of works of foreign litera- 
ture. With a candor and straightforwardness that 
cannot be too highly praised, he sent to all the 
leading German publishers the trade-list of his re- 
prints, acquainting, through it, all whom it may 
concern, with his past doings and future intentions, 
and intimating at the same time that the realiza- 
tion of the wants of the German public in America 
cannot and must not be prevented by the exorbi- 
tant demands of European publishers. With this 
measure, Mr. Steiger has, we think, struck the key- 
note of the copyright question. By declaring him- 
self open to any reasonable arrangement with Ger- 
man publishers for the importation of their books, 
he explicitly acknowledges the just claims of au- 
thorship, but on the other hand he is determined 
not to sacrifice the interest of his German country-

Sir Epwarp Creasy, author of “ Fifteen Decisive 
Battles of the World,” has found time in Ceylon, 
where he is Chief Justice, to write a novel upon a 
classical Greek subject. 

In June, 1865, the valuable library of Alexander 
von Humboldt, which had been deposited with 
Messrs. Sotheby & Wilkinson, literary auction- 
eers, in London, was destroyed by a lamentable fire 
on the premises. The “ Atheneum” says “ much 
of it might probably have been saved, had not the 
firemen with their forks, like those of the devils 
described by Dante, dragged the books from their 
shelves down into the midst of the flames.” 


Sir ALEXANDER Cocksoury, Chief Justice of Eng- 
land, has published a volume entitled “ Nation- 
ality ; or the Law relating to Subjects and Aliens.” 
The disputed question is to be settled by the British 
Parliament next year, and it is anticipated that 
England will surrender the claim of “ once a sub- 
ject, always a subject.” 

Or the English edition of “ Alice’s Adventures 
in Wonderland,’’ 16,000 copies have been sold. A 
translation into French, by Lewis Carroll, with illus- 
trations by John Tenniel, has just appeared. The 
American edition has had great success. 


Sir Heyry Lyrron Botwer, formerly British Am- 
bassador at Washington, and now M. P. for Tam- 
worth, has been writing the Life of Lord Palmerston. 
He had proceeded considerably with this work, 
when Lady Palmerston discovered, among her late 
husband’s papers, a diary which he had kept dur- 
ing the time, 1807 to 1828, in which he had held

office under Tory prime-ministers. This diary igs 
said to begin at the age of sixteen, and come down 
to November 1830, when Lord Palmerston, then 
forty-six years old, joined Lord Grey’s liberal cabi- 
net as Foreign Secretary. If there be any continua- 
tion of this manuscript, it has not yet been found, 
One authority (the “Athenzeum”) says, “‘ Lord Pal- 
merston’s shrewd perception and genial humor were 
employed in this diary of his to analyze the charac- 
ters of the great men with whom, for threescore 
years, he was in almost daily contact. Sir Henry 
Bulwer, who is said to be at work on a biography 
of the veteran statesman, will have materials at 
| disposal unequalled since the days of Boswell.” 
Another writer, claiming to be equally well in- 
formed, says, “It has none of the attributes of a 
Boswellian record. It is replete with interest; 
| modest, unaffected, and simple; without an atom 
of gall or ill nature, but short and condensed, as 
|if the style had been formed after the model of 
| the sententious brevity of Tacitus.” A portion 
|of itfis devoted to a statement of the reasons 
| why he quitted the Tories to take office with the 
Whigs. One passage is said to be very amusing, 
being an account of an interview with the Duke 
| of Wellington, after that military premier had an- 
| nounced his intention of accepting as actual, Mr. 
| Huskisson’s conditional resignation of a cabinet 
| office in the session of 1828. On that occasion Mr. 
Huskisson insisted that “it was all a mistake,’ but 
the Iron Duke, who was glad to get him out of the 
| ministry, emphatically declared “ It is no mistake,

| it ean be no mistake, and it shall be no mistake.’ 
| Mr. Huskisson had to resign his office of Colonial 
Secretary, and four of his friends also resigned, 
among whom was Lord Palmerston. They found 
that the Duke was not liberal enough for them. 
Lord Palmerston held high office for about half a 
century, a period longer than any other British 
| statesman had been on commission. He was Sec- 
retary of War for nearly twenty years consecutively 
| in various administrations. It is stated in his dia- 
| ry that he was importuned by Mr. Percival, as Mr. 
Pitt’s successor at Cambridge, to assume Mr. Pitt’s 
| office of Chancellor of the Exchequer. He twice 
| declined the Governor-Generalship of India, and he 
was willing to have accepted, on Mr. Canning’s 
| solicitation, the Chancellorship of the Exchequer. 
| But George IV. thought that he should find a more 
pliant Minister in Mr. Herries; and Mr. Canning 
was compelled, after a visit to Windsor, to make an 
|awkward apology to Lord Palmerston, by offering 
him a British peerage and the Governorship of Ja- 
maica. We understand that the story of this 
interview is full of the most racy humor. The 
Viscount burst into an uncontrollable fit of laugh- 
ter, which for a moment quite disconcerted Can- 
ning; until Lord Palmerston, with his ready good 
| humor, relieved the Premier by telling him that he 
| saw that he had not the Chancellorship of the Ex- 
| chequer at his disposal, but that as for himself he 
preferred the House of Commons to being scorched 
\in the West Indies. He died in the autumn of 
| 1865, and the death of his wife, on the 11th of Sep- 
tember, closes the family record. Lady Palmerston 
| was sister of William Lamb, second Lord Melbourne, 
' who was Prime Minister on the accession of Queen 
| Victoria. 
| SHAKSPEARE Memorrat Lisrary, BirMINGHAM, 
(Enc.).—The Shakspeare Library, founded at Bir- 
mingham in 1864, as a tercentenary memorial—s 
monument to the poet in the appropriate form of & 
Library of Shakspearian Literature—was formally 
opened for free public use on 23d April, 1868, the 
anniversary of Shakspeare’s birth, and the Mayor 
(Mr. Thomas Avery) gave a dinner in honor of the 
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event. All the books have been presented to the 
Town Council as the permanent custodian, and a 
large and handsome reom has been liberally pro- 
vided, with a panelled ceiling, carved oak cases, 
and plate glass doors. The collection already in- 
cludes more than one thousand volumes, many of 
which are costly, curious, and rare. Mr. Charles 
Knight presented more than one hundred volumes ; 
Mr. J. O. Halliwell several rare original quarto 
lays; Messrs. H. Sotheran & Co. a fine fourth fo- 
lio; Mr. Howard Staunton a fac-simile of the first 
folio; the late Mr. James Hunt a fine copy of Boy- 
dell’s Shakspeare; while local Shakspearians have 
liberally contributed funds and books; and Mr. 
Sam. Whitfield has given a remarkable collection 
of the tercentenary literature, collected at the time, 
and carefully arranged. Many valuable contribu- 
tions have been received from collectors, authors, 
and publishers; and the library includes a large 
number of French and German books. The hono- 
rary secretaries, Mr. J. H. Chamberlain and Mr. 
Sam. Timmins, are constantly receiving donations, 
and a liberal annual subscription has been com- 
menced for the further purchases of books, portraits, 
prints, &c., which in any way illustrate Shakspeare’s 
life and works. As the novelty, and interest, and 
value of a library formed exclusively of one author’s 
works, and the literature they have produced, be- 
come known, and as the permanence of this collec- 
tion is secured, every year will add to the treasures 
in the Birmingham Shakspeare Library, and it pro- 
mises soon to become not only unique in Europe, 
but in the words of Mr. Charles Knight, to “ realize 
the best idea of honoring the memory of the greatest 
of England’s sons.” 

[Every author of any book about Shakspeare will 
feel it an honor, as well as a duty, to assist in this 
literary monument to Shakspeare’s genius and 
fame. The Library is the only one yet known 
which has been formed of one man’s works, and 
the literature they have produced. ] 

A new edition of “Charles Lever’s Works,” with 
illustrations by ‘‘Phiz’ (H. K. Browne) is now 
being issued in London. There will be eleven 
volumes, each at three shillings and sixpence, and 
eight at five shillings each. There are to be 304 
engravings in all.

Society,’ 
and of the ‘Cambrian Institute?’ In Scotland, in| 
the vicinity of the ‘Society of Antiquaries of Scot- 
land,’ the ‘Spalding Club’ seems approaching its 
end.

Meantime Charles Gray, her brother-in- 
law, has fallen in love with Billy Clark’s sister 
Amanda, a rustic beauty, whose mother, a poor, 
hard-working woman, is one of the best drawn 
characters in the book. Amanda returns Gray’s 
love with all the intensity of a first awakened pas- 
sion, but her mother, justly suspicious of his inten- 
tions, refuses to allow him to see her again. Our 
limited space prevents us further tracing the plot in 
detail, but shortly afterwards all return to New 
York with Billy Clark, who is slowly wasting away 
with his hopeless love for Zua, and Amanda is, by 
the kindness of Ruby, induced to leave her mother 
surreptitiously, and to live with old Mrs. Gray, her 
late husband’s mother, who Amanda does not know 
is also the mother of her lover. She studies music, 
and, having a magnificent voice, achieves a wonder- 
ful success on her first appearance at the Opera. 
Ruby at length conceives the bold idea of marrying 
Moreton without his knowing anything of the mat- 
ter, and for this purpose a sleighing party is given, 
with dancing in the evening, and then a game of 
forfeits. It is arranged that Moreton and she, by 
way of a forfeit, shall go through the marriage cere- 
mony. This is laughingly complied with, and a 
solemn-looking person is introduced who performs 
the marriage rites, and also between Amanda and 
Gray. The rage of.Moreton knows no bounds when 
he finds he has been tricked into a real marriage, 
for it was a clergyman who performed the ceremony, 
and loads Ruby with reproaches. She faints, and 
a glass of what is supposed to be water is brought 
her by a little Indian servant, who is in love with 
her himself and madly jealous of Moreton: this is 
poison, of which she immediately dies, and the ser- 
vant swallows the remainder, and so dies at her 
feet. Moreton eventually marries Zua, and Gray, 
who is a reformed man, finds himself the possessor 
of Ruby’s wealth and a beautiful and loving wife.
